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Iowa Cattle on Feed 

There were 1,130,000 cattle on feed for the slaughter 

market in all feedlots in Iowa on August 1, 2011, down 

7 percent from July 1, 2011 and down 6 percent from 

August 1, 2010.  Feedlots with a capacity greater than 

1,000 head had 560,000 head on feed, down 5 percent 

from last month but unchanged from last year.  Feedlots 

with a capacity less than 1,000 head had 570,000 head 

on feed, down 8 percent from last month and down 

12 percent from last year. 

 

Placements during July totaled 113,000 head, a decrease 

of 1 percent from last month but up 4 percent from last 

year.  Feedlots with a capacity greater than 1,000 head 

placed 60,000 head, down 6 percent from last month and 

down 13 percent from last year.  Feedlots with a 

capacity less than 1,000 head placed 53,000 head. This is 

up 6 percent from last month and up 33 percent from last 

year. 

 

Marketings for July were 185,000 head, up 3 percent 

from last month and up 18 percent from last year. 

Feedlots with a capacity greater than 1,000 head 

marketed 88,000 head, up 10 percent from last month 

and up 14 percent from last year.   Feedlots with a 

capacity less than 1,000 head marketed 97,000 head, 

down 3 percent from last month but up 21 percent from 

last year. Other disappearance totaled 8,000 head.

Farm Production Expenditures 
  

Iowa: Iowa Farm Production Expenditures totaled $21.6 billion in 2010.  This is a 1.5 percent decrease from 2009.  Feed expenses 

decreased 5.2 percent from 2009 to 2010 to reach $3.66 billion.  In 2010, feed expenses accounted for 16.9 percent of Iowa’s total 

farm production expenditures, which is the highest percentage for any single category.  Livestock, poultry, and related expenses 

decreased from 14.4 percent in 2009 to 12.4 percent of Iowa’s total farm production expenditures in 2010. 

 

United States: U.S. Total Farm Production Expenditures were $289.0 billion in 2010, up from $287.4 billion in 2009. The 2010 Total 

Expenditures rose 0.6 percent compared to 2009 Total Expenditures. This is in contrast to a fall of 6.4 percent for 2009 Total 

Expenditures when compared to 2008 Total Expenditures. Expense items showing increases from the previous year were: Tractors & 

Self-Propelled Machinery, up 17.2 percent; Rent, up 14.6 percent; Other Farm Machinery, up 6.4 percent; Seeds & Plants, up 

5.2 percent; Fertilizer, Lime, and Soil Conditioners, up 4.5 percent; Fuels, up 4.0 percent; Taxes, up 3.8 percent; Farm Supplies & 

Repairs, up 2.6 percent; and Feed, up 0.9 percent.  

 

The four largest expenditures at the United States level totaled $134.4 billion and accounted for 46.5 percent of Total Expenditures in 

2010. They were Feed, 15.7 percent; Farm Services, 12.4 percent; Labor, 9.5 percent; and Rent, 9.0 percent.
